NEW FRONTIER 
BATTLE ROUSES 
IRE OF SOVIET 


Lodge Protest With Ja- 
pan Following Attack on 


Russian Post

MOSCOW, March 26.—A fresh

Regulation and fixing of gaso- 
line and oil prices within this 
province by the Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners, is pro- 
vided in a bill governing licens- 
ing of fuel oil dealers which has 
been introduced into the legi- 
slature by Hon. Ernest C. Man- 
ning, minister of trade and in- 
dustry.

Large Areas in Three 
| States Inundated For 


Second Time 


PITTSBURGH, March 26.— 
Protracted flood conditions in 
West Virginia and Ohio today 
forced hundreds of families 
from their homes, while in 
Pennsylvania the end of the de- 
luge was in sight. 


By the Associated Press 

Large areas of Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Ohio were in- 
undated for the second time within 
a week as heavy rains swelled a 
half dozen rivers and sent a new 
flood crest down the Ohio river 
Wednesday. 

The Monongahela river reached 
fiood stage along the industrial val- 
ley of southwestern Pennsylvania, 
forcing several hundred persons 
from their homes and threatening 
to flood basements in Pittsburgh's 
downtown area anew.

Year 

March 26.—The de- 
partment of agriculture today 
reported the best outlook for 


three years in the war against 
Canada's midwestern grasshopper 
scourge. Conclusions based on a 
recent survey by its entomolog- 
ical division, the department said, 
are that the total area threatened 
with grasshopper infestation this 
year is 12,000,000 acres less than 
the area affected last year. 

It said outbreak prospects in 
Manitoba were reported slight due 
to widespread destruction of the 
insects last year. The _ provincial 
agriculture department does not 
consider an organized anti-hopper 
campaign necessary this summer. 

Saskatchewan, the survey indi- 
cated may have serious local out-

breaks, but its total infested area 
has dropped from 16,000,000 last 
year to 10,000000 estimated this 


year, while the threatened areas are 
expected to shrink from 5,700,000 
‘to 900,000 acres. Areas indicating 
severe infestation have _ shrunk

47,000. Most severe outbreaks are | 
expected in the northwest, west and 
south of Saskatchewan and in some 
central and southern areas. 

In Alberta the picture is less 
bright and the threatened out- 
break, the department said, will 
approximate that of 1935. The 
survey indicated decline in the 
“very severely” threatened area 
from 13,000,000 acres to 140,000, 
however, and drop in “severely” 
threatened areas from 13,000,000 | 
to 450,000. Nevertheless the in- | 
fested area has dropped only | 
about 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 acres. 
The threatened territory is a 
band of country about 70 miles 
wide running north from the inter- 
national boundary, flanked on the 
west by the Rocky mountain foot- 
hills to a point north of Calgary 
where it turns east toward the Sas-

The Passing Show | Tri-Facial Neuralgia |SIDE GLANCES-By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Tri-facial neuralgia is also called tic doulou-* 
reux, and although it is not a disease but only 
a symptom, it has come to be regarded almost 
as a disease entity. Those of my readers who 
have undergone an attack of neuralgia have 
little need to be told how much discomfort it 


may cause, 
It may be hard for you to 
believe that the primary 


cause of tri-facial neuralgia 
usually is found in some ir- 
ritation which is located in 
the stomech or intestines, 
even though it probably does 
not seem possible to you that 
this is capable of causing a 
pain located so far away, in 
the side of the face. However, 
gastro - intestinal irritation 
must be considered the most frequent cause of 
tri-facial neuralgia. 

The chief symptom during an attack is pain, 
which is generally limited to only one side of 
the face. One of the characteristic features of 
the pain is that it is not continuous, but inter- 
mittent. Patients usually describe the pain as 
being boring, stabbing, darting, throbbing, etc.; 
and I have heard patients say that it feels like 
a hot knife. 

As a general rule, the pain appears sud- 
denly and without an exciting cause to explain 
it, although it may seem to be brought on by 
exposure to cold, by emotional strain, by an 
unwise meal, or by coughing. The painful sen- 
sation may last for only a few minutes or may 
remain for several hours but is characterisiic- 
ally paroxysmal—that is, it occurs spasmodic- 
ally. During the actual attack, the patient will 
prefer to keep as quiet as possible and hesi- 
tates to move around much,

This form of neuralgia is due to an involve- 
ment of the fifth nerve and may begin in one 
of the three branches of this nerve and later 
be distributed to the other branches. Undoubted- 
ly, tri-facial neuralgia is the most common of 
all neuralgias. 

Another type of neuralgia is the intercostal 
type, which causes pain in between the ribs, 
through the side of the chest. When the pain 
is limited to the left side, the patient may easily 
confuse it with a pain arising from the heart 
and will be frightened into supposing that he 
has some form of heart trouble, when such is 
not the case. I know that many patients who 
have consulted me on account of a pain between 
the ribs on the left side, have mistakenly be- 
lieved that it was coming from a heart derange- 
ment and have been greatly relieved to find it 
was due to intercostal neuralgia. Usually, when 
one of these intercostal pains develops and when 
it is located on the left side, the patient will 
become so anxious over his condition that his 
very anxiety will center his ‘attention on his 
distress and only serve to intensify the pain. 

One of the cutstanding features of neural- 
gia is its tendency to recurrence. Usually, the 
attacks are repeated with the passage of time 
and eventually, the space between the attacks 
will become shorter and shorter. There are 
exceptions to this rule, however. | 

I find that the patient with tri-facial neu 
ralgia is benefited by taking a short fast which 
is followed by the milk diet, the enema being | 
used to insure elimination from the colon. This | 


treatment with the milk diet appears to be 
soothing to the entire alimentary canal and is 
frequently very effective in quieting down the | 
irritation which is responsible for the reflex 
pains in the side of the face.

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Hitler Does Not Want War' 


R. T. ELLIOTT,

But Fears Revolution ” 


The British viewpoint is that Hitler does not want war, but 
lives in constant dread of revolution. It is, in his belief, abso- 
lutely necessary for him to demonstrate to the German people 
that Hitlerism is invincible as against revolutionists; and that 
there is no danger of foreign intervention 


For this reason he sent troops into the Rhineland, and at the 
same time published to the nations of Europe an offer of a 25 
years peace and non-aggression pact. Should it be accepted, Hit- 
ler felt he would be safely in the saddle in Germany so far as 
revolutionists are concerned. Should it be rejected war might 
result, but, to Hitler, war is a safer refuge than revolution, 


France, and in fact all the European nations, believe that a 
peace pact with Hitlerism will only remain in force until Hitler 
has rebuilt his navy, and brought the German army into fully- 
equipped war readiness; then Germany will strike for absorption 
of Austria and a territory extending southward to the Adriatic 
Sea and eastward to the Black Sea. 


It is this positive belief that war must come in any event; 
and that France and her allies are fully prepared now; which 
makes the British efforts for peace, by negotiation instead of by 
victory in war, most difficult 


Germany's neighbors do not want to spend the next few years 
looking into the muzzles of German cannons all day, and sleeping 
with a gas mask beside every sleeper at night, only to be finally 
plunged into war without any more notice than was given of the 
march of German troops into the Rhineland. Frayed nerves will 


only stand so much; and the limit has been very nearly reached. 


Sanity would prescribe a counter-offer to Germany that trade 
facilities be provided on a very liberal scale indeed; not greater 
in the case of any nation than a reasonable tariff for revenue 
only against German goods. Germany to reciprocate with a rea- 
sonable tariff for revenue only and disarm completely both as to 
army and navy, excepting only an adequate police force and 
coastal patrol vessels for German coasts. 


This would bring real peace, and restore prosperity not only 
to Germany, but to all Europe. Sanity, however, is an unknewn 
quantity in diplomacy, and, though war may be deferred, it will 
only be a temporary armed hesitation.
